Sinith  said  V/FA  purchases. will  "be  distributed  equitably  between  eastern 
and  western  producing  areas • ,  All  fresh  apples  bought  for  shipment  must  be 
packed  in  barrels  or  in  strapped  boxes,  and  v/estern  apples  must  be  wrapped  in 
oil  paper.    Horthx^/estqm  .apples  of  fancy  and  extra  fancy  grades  in  the  175  to 
.  252  size  range  wi;ll.  be  ch.osen  by  V.TA  under  its  purchase  program,  further  details 
of  which  are  to  be  ajmoun<jed  "soon.
